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INTRODUCTION. 


O  T  H  I  N  G  has  contributed 
more  to  the  advancement  of 
fcience,  than  the  eftablifhmeht 
of  literary  focieties.  Thefe  excite  a  ge¬ 
nerous  ardour  in  liberal  minds,  and  raife’ 
even  envy  itfelf  into  ufeful  emulation.  ‘ 

2.  In  that  fcience,  which  rational  efti-  ^ 
mation  has  placed  firft  in  the  fcale-  of 
honour,  the  fcience  which  propofes  the 
nobleft  objeft  for  its  end,  the  preferVa- 
tion  and  reftoration  of  health;  the  im¬ 
provements  which  have  already  refulted 
from  the  formation  of  focieties,  are  well  i 
known  to  the  medical  world. 

3.  The  principal  part  of  our  knowledge 
_murt:be  ever  derived  from  comparing  Bur 

own  obfervations  with  tbofe  of  others.

will  the  obfervations  made  in  other  ages 
and  climates,  hold  always  true  in  our 
own. 

4.  There  are  fome  circumftances  pe¬ 
culiarly  favourable  to  a  rifing  fociety. 
Each  member  thinking  the  honour  of 
the  affociation  in  fome  meafure  depen¬ 
dent  upon  himfelf,  is  llimulated  to  the

5.  The  intention  pf  this  fociety  is  to 
give  tdie  praditioners  in  tha  healing-art, 
frequent  opportunities  of  meeting  to¬ 
gether,  and  conferring  with  each  other, 
concerning  any  difficult  or  uncommon 
cafes  which  may  have  occurred  j  or  com¬ 
municating  any  new  difeoveries  in  medi¬ 
cine 
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Cine  which  have  been  made,  either  at 
home  or  abroad. 

6.  Mgdi&ai  papers,  which  may  tend  to 
the  advancement  of  the  fcience,  will  be 
received  by  the  fociety,  and  fuch  as  may 
be  deemed  worthy  of  publication,  care¬ 
fully  preferved,  until  fufficient  matter  for 
a  volume  fhall  be  collefted. 

7.  Many  ufeful  fafts  are  loft  from  the 
want  of  a  proper  opportunity  of  con-, 
veying  them  to  the  world;  and  though, 
when  conlidered  feparately,  they  may  not 
be  of  fufficient  importance  to  claim  the 
attention  of  the  publick,  yet  when  a 
number  of  them  are  colledled  together, 
they  may  become  highly  deferving  of 
notice.  To  fuch  fadls,  when  properly 
authenticated,  the  fociety  will  always  be 
particularly  attentive. 

8.  In  order  to  excite  pradlitioners  to  ^ 
bring  thofe  talents  to  light,  which  would 
'Otherwife  lie  buried  and  ufelefs  to  the 
icommunity,  the  fociety  have  refolved  to 
hold  forth  honorary  rewards  to  thofe  who 
fhall  improve  the  medical  art :  and  altho’ 
this  has  not  been  hitherto  attempted  in 
thefe  kingdoms,  yet  they  hope  that  their 

A  ^  example 
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example  may  appear  not  altogether  un-- 
worthy  of  imitation, 

9.  The  fociety  has  likewife  founded  a 
medical  library,  that  its  members  may 
obtain  an  eafy  accefs  to  the  beft  anpient 
and  modern  authors. 

10.  The  members  of  this  fociety  have 
extended  its  foundation  as  much  as  poffi- 
ble.  Wilhing  to  rife  fuperior  to  all  low 
diftinftions,  they  have  endeavoured  to  ren¬ 
der  every  perfon  ufeful  in  that  branch 
of  the  fcience,  to  which  he  properly 
belongs. 

11.  Animated  with  thefe  dciigns,  the 
fociety  fubmit  their  plan  to  the  conlidcr-

the  palfions  or  interefts  of  the  individual.
